Continuation of 2. NOTE: The amendments made to independent claims 1, 8 and 13 raise new issues that would require a further 
search as the scope of the claims are altered by these amendments. In particular, claims 1 and 8 recite the limitation of 
/'...incorporating a texel to each perturbed eye point 6 angle..." while claim 13 recites, "...to modify texel coordinates according to eye 
point 6 angles being perturbed at polygon fragments of the polygon data..." these limitations altering the scopes of the claims as 
previously presented. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: as defined by Merriam-Webster's Collegiate 
Dictionary 10th edition, perturbation, or the act of perturbing, is defined as, "a disturbance of motion, course, arrangment or state of 
equilibrium," (see page 866 "perturbation") which the office interprets as equiavalent to Robertson's "moving" of the viewpoint. Further, 
applicant states that, "an angle cannot be formed by coordinates of a point with dimension of a lens," (see page 6, of Applicant's 
Remarks) however the office disagrees with regard to Figure 1( c ) of Robertson. Surely an angle can be created using the dimensions 
of the lens as size of the lens is directly associated with the width of the angle formed allowing for more or less data to be shown. For 
example, if the lens (#12 of Figure 1(c) were smaller in size, the region (#18) would also descrease in size therefore creating a smaller 
angle as viewed from point #16. 
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
